minlntratlon could easily result In dis- 
solving all.the trusts In .the country. 
This view does not represent tho at- 
titude of the administration.

"The decision of, the circuit court 


Is effective and satisfactory as far a* 
k,ni>plies to the Standard Oil com- 
pany, but notwithstanding-this deci- 
sion every antl-trust'case must stand 
ou its own merits. The,holding com- 
pany as a legal'entity. Is not attached 
by tho decision,.arid wherever'suit Is 
brought, to dissolve a holding com- 
pany the prosecution must prove that 
.the combination is defacto operating 
In restraint of. trade. 
Tho decision la 


extremely important as Indicating the

Thus 
in 1037 there was a Thanksgiving for a victory'which had been ob- 
tained over tho Pequods and for "good .news from Germany." The 
celebration of 10C1 was for "stopping the bottles of heaven" and re- 
straining "the excessive raigns." It is historically quite fitting that 
the modern Proclamation should enumerate other "causes for grati- 
tude than, the enormous material gains of the year. Not-that these 
arc to go unmentioned but under the. changed conditions of modern 
times they no longer hold the position of supreme importance which 
they once held. A national famine is no longer possible because the 
extraordinary increase in number and effectiveness of means of con- 
veyance and distribution—steamships and .railways—has .brought it 
about that no country is entirely dependent now upon Its own agri- 
cultural -product, but upon the combined product o£ the "whole civil- 
ized world. So.that, while we may still rank our. abundant harvests, 
among the chief causes for thanksgiving, we need not feel, as our 
forefathers did, that upon these harvests depends our very life; and 
that, having thanked God for these we have thanked him for every- 
thing else, since nothing would have been possible without them,-but 
we may properly go on to bless Him .for other tokens of- His good-

Oriein of These Devices : Buried In the 


R=mcte Past. 


Scholars linvo delved in \nlii for the 


origin 
of dire, 
which. 
In various 


shapes, have boeu used In forms ot 
worship and religious ceremonies since 
the dawn of history. Their earlier-use 
was for Hie forecasting of events nnd 
obtaining of divine guidance. .Thulr 
adaptation to a game of cbatfce was 
comparatively quite receni. 


There Is a surprising number 01 


rarleties of dice, hut Ihey may be di- 
vided into two general classes. 
The 


most familiar form Is rile cube: With 
two exceptions-the Korean and Etrus- 
can— cubical dice have tbe spots so ar- 
ranged Ihnt Hie six and one. live and 
two and three and four are opposite, 
making the sum of the opposite sides 
Invariably seven. In all ages the num- 
ber seven has been regarded with par- 
ticular awe and as having much mys- 
tic import.
